spring. Reports of their destruc¬ 
tiveness have come in from various 
quarters. It has been found that 
poisoned bait made of bran mash, 
sweetened wtth cheap sugar or mo¬ 
lasses, and made decidedly green 
with a liberal application of Paris 
green, to be a very good remedy in 
the garden. A tablespoonful of 
this should be put at frequent in¬ 
tervals among the plants subject to 
attack; not however nearer than 12 
inches to the plant, for in case of 
rain, the Paris green might be 
washed against the roots or would 
injure or kill theplants. Thorough 
cultivation is an aid. Pieces of 
shingle or board placed at intervals 
over the garden, serve as traps 
under which the cutworms hide to¬ 
ward morning, and where they can 
be found and killed. Frequently 
the depredators will be found 
within an inch or so of the plant 
cut, buried an inch under the soil. 
Young plants, like cabbage, cauli¬ 
flower, etc., when first set out in 
a small garden, should be protected 
by paper or tin, or a barrier of 
some sort, which should extend

According to figures no less than 
1,600 filings have been made 
during the month of June, on the 
petroleum and natural gas rights 
of properties in the various oil 
fields situated within the Calgary 
land office district. This means 
that a sum of something like 
$120,000 has been paid in to the 
government. 

The land filed upon includes 
territory all over the district. Be¬ 
fore the Dingman struck there 
were comparatively few applica¬ 
tions for petroleum and natural 
gas rights received, but during the 
past six weeks the officials at the 
land office has been rushed to the 
limit with business, and there is 
still a string of thousands on the 
waiting list. It is estimated that 
it will be eight weeks at least be¬ 
fore this body of filers will be 
attended to.

Punctuation by means of stops and 
points, so as to indicate the meaning 
of sentences and assist the reader to a 
proper enunciation, is ascribed orig¬ 
inally to Aristophanes, a grammarian 
of Alexandria.

But v4as re¬ 
introduced by Charlemagne, the vari¬ 
ous stops and symbols being designed 
by Warnefried and Alculn. The pres¬ 
ent system of puuctuatlon was intro¬ 
duced in the latter part of the fif¬ 
teenth century by Aldus Manutius, a 
Venetian printer, wllo was responsible 
for our full stog, colon, semicolon, 
comma, marks or interrogation and ex¬ 
clamation, parenthesis and dash, 
hyphen, apostrophe and quotation 
marks. These were subsequently cop¬ 
ied by other printers until their use 
Most ancient lang-

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WESTERN CANADA HAS NOW 
TAKEN UP COMPARATIVELY 
NEW INDUSTRY 

Ten Companies With a Combined Capi¬ 
tal Approaching a Million Dollars 
Are Now. Operating In the Province 
... * of Alberta—Protection. For Breed¬ 
ers. 

Mile by milt thin lines of steel are 
•reeping rapidly northward from 
Edmonton Into the greet hinterland 
mt AlBVrta. Civilization ib malting its 
way into fields long the home of the 
Indian .and the trapper. Not con¬ 
tent with this the men of civilization 
•re offering opposition to the Indian 
•nd the trapper. Fur farms, upon 
Which live black and silver grey foxes 
"are carefully raised and nurtured in 
. h surroundings made as much like the 
^J’wild aa possible, are now being 
started extensively throughout the 
province- 

The black fox is probably the most 
valuable fur bearing animal in exis¬ 
tence today, and its comparative 
rarity, coupled with the uncertainty 
in' the supply of skins as taken by 
the Indians and trappers each year, 
- hag turned the attention of fur men 
throughout the western provinces to 
the imssihilities that lie in the rais¬ 
ing of these animals in captivity. 

Although.this business of raising 
black foxes, is by no means new, 
having been carried ci in Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island for some twenty years, it 
was not until recently that men in 
the western provinces became alive to 
the profits that exist in this indus¬ 
try. ^ 

The influx of a large number if 
buyers from Eastern Canada, and the 
United States during the seasons of 
1912 and 1913, however, started a 
boom. The great number of live 
foxes brought down from the north 
during that time, and the huge sums 
paid in many cases for these animals 
when delivered to Athabasca Landing, 
•nd Edmonton, instantly brought the 
business wide publicity. 

The boom reached its height dur¬ 
ing the spring and summer of 1913. 
During the months from . March to 
JK September of last year, over half a 
- million dollars was invested in fox 

r»> puppies, and grown animals of the 

• " black and silver grey varieties. Most 
of this was spent by buyers from 
Eastern Canada, although William 
H. Kane, representing the fox farm 
•f that name at Ogden, Pennsylvania 
took out animals to the value of 
1237,000. 

Following the wide publicity given 
the various big deals, business men, 
as well as fur buyers and traders, in 
Northern Alberta turned their atten¬ 
tions to the business, and fox farming 
is now stepping into the ranks as a 
very Important industry. 

Ten companies, with a combined 
capital approaching a million dol¬ 
lars, are now operating-in the prov¬ 
ince. Ranches have been started in 
several districts in North and Cen- 
, tral Alberta where conditions are 
said to be ideal for the rearing of 
these expensive little animals. 

The enormous export of live black 
foxes durtitj the pest two years did 
not. however, go unwatched by the 
government- During the winter sit¬ 
ting of the prov.ncial bouse of Al¬ 
berta a bill was passed prohibiting 
the taking of the animals from April 
to November. As the puppies are 
whelped at the latter end of April, 
and during the month of May, tbl3 
law gives them sufficient time to 
grow large enough to avoid the dig¬ 
ging out process, which. In the last 
two years- has been so successfully 
resorted to by trappers. 

Permits must bs now secured from 
the office of the provincial game 
warden by people desiring to take 
foxes during the close season. 

Tt is now also illegal for any per¬ 
ron to export live foxes beyond the 
boundary of the province without 
first obtaining a permit. The cost of 
a permit in respect to animals raised 
en fur farms in the province is $15, 
and in the case of animals not rear¬ 
ed on the farms $10P for every black 
•r silver fox exported, and $15 for 
any other species of the fox family. 
These last two regulations are In the 
way of protection for provincial breed¬ 
ers.—Family Herald and Weekly Star. 
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GRAND RAPIDS RESERVATION 

Practical Conservation by tho Water 

Pewera Branch 

The minister of the interior bas 
authorized the reservation of all the 
available Dominion lands contlguoua 
to the Grand Rg^lds of the Saskatehe- 
wan river, in the -province of Mani¬ 
toba, until auch time aa the superln- 
tendent of'the Dominion water power 
branch la able to make a definite 
.statement respecting the lands actual¬ 
ly required for power purposes at this 
point. During the summer of 1913 an 
extensive topographical survey of 
this important power site was made 
by the Dominion water power branch, 
to enable the onglnecrs of the govern¬ 
ment Interested in power and naviga¬ 
tion to design a scheme of power de¬ 
velopment which would realize the 
best use of the' power resources of th* 
river without any Impairment of fut¬ 
ure navigation. The hydrographic in¬ 
vestigations that have been under way 
for the last coup', j of years show that 
the river varies from 4,200 second feet 
^at low water to about 160,000 second 
feet at flood time. While this varia¬ 
tion is very considerable regulation 
can be provided to make a power de¬ 
velopment at Grand Rapids a profit¬ 
able undertaking. In any event, the 
action of the engineers of the Domin¬ 
ion water power branch In having a 
thorough survey made and in arrang¬ 
ing for reservation of the Dominion 
land required for power shows that 
conservation Is being carried out in 
practice as well as In theory- 


Barbers Come High In Canada 

The barber shops of Canada and the 
United States are said td be as fine as 
any in the world and to charge the 
highest prices. Comparatively few 
cities of Europe use high revolving 
chairs and many of these run their 
barber shops in connection with men's 
furnishing stores 

In most European cities a hair cut 
and a shampoo costs six cents, and 
in parts of London a shave costs four 
cents. In some Italian cities one cent 
is charged for a shave and two cents 
for a hair cut. and In Turkey barbers 
take their entire pay in tips. 

Many German barbers make wigs 
and switches while waiting for cus¬ 
tomers and many 'French barbers 
do ladies’ hair dressing. Austrian bar¬ 
bers are compelled to serve apprentice¬ 
ships for four years, on pay beginning 
at 41 cents a week and ending at $1.02 
a week, before they can own their 
shops. 

Syrian barbers seat their custom¬ 
ers in straight backed chairs before 
tiny wall mirrors, and fix queer 
shaped pans :.bout their throats. 
Then they rub on with their fingers 
lather made from cheap soap. 

.In India yoor barber calls at your 
piouse and shaves you every morning 
for $2 a month. 

In Chinn tly; barbers carry stools, 
small tubs'razors and scissors abcut 
the streets, stopping on tho side¬ 
walks to perform their work, just as 
scissors grinders do In America. 


Law Makes Criminal*. Says Judge 

An awakened public conscience and 
higher ideals of the people in the past 
score of years have made actual crim¬ 
inals of many thousands, according to 
Judge William N. Gemmill, president 
of the Illinois Society of the American 
Institute of Criminal' Law and Crim¬ 
inology at Its annual meeting. 

The passage of the pure food law 
tns le 50,000 criminals; enactment of a 
law forbidding women to be employed 
more than ten hours a day made many 
thousand more lawbreakers, and pass¬ 
age of white slave and wandering acts 
made other thousands. Judge Gemmill 
sa in- 

"Their conduct has not changed but 
instantly on the passage of the law 
they became the most despised crim¬ 
inals. 

"Of the 106,369 persons arrested In 
Chicago in 1913, one-half were charg¬ 
ed with violatlqg laws that had not 
existed twenty years ago.” 

President Gemmill, who is judge of 
• municipal court, recommended the 
purchase by the state of farms to 
which to commit convicts. 




Turki*h"Telephone Girls 
rt seems hard to believe that the 
telephone system is a new thing in 
Turkey.

Pupils In Schools of Germany Broak 
Break Down From Overstudy 

The ehd of the winter acbotu term 
In Germany baa again been marked 
with tbe psychcl >gieal problem and 
annual manlfeatation which has con¬ 
fronted school authorities and govern¬ 
ment for years—the inevitable epidem¬ 
ic of suicides of school children. 

Again the stiff annual spring ex¬ 
aminations have literally proved the 
■‘hari-kari’’ for the boys nervously 
broken down by- overstudy under the 
tremendous pressure of the German 
school system These boys preferred 
death to the leproaches of father and 
mother and the gibes of thelic com¬ 
panions because they failed. 

Just how many families have dis¬ 
covered too late that they were driv¬ 
ing their sons to death by their goad¬ 
ing, their threats If they did not pass, 
their reproaches because they did not 
learn faster, and daily upholding be¬ 
fore them that they would be the dis¬ 
grace of their parents if they failed 
is not yet known, as all the returns 
are not all Tn. The number, however, 
is said to be in excess of last spring. 

In Berlin Hans Jirjann, aged 18, 
failed to pass in high school, and 
promptly fired the contents of an auto¬ 
matic pistol into his chest. The same 
day the 15 years old son of a printing 
house proprietor threw himself in 
front of a train at tbe Jannowitz sta¬ 
tion and was ground to death. In the 
pocket of his coat was found a note. 
It read: “I failed. I cannot go home.” 
That same afternoon2the body of a boy, 
aged 17, son of a clerk in the city 
council, was fished out of the river 
Spreo. He, too,-.aad failed in his ex¬ 
amination. 

In np country is education tbe “gate” 
in fact the only entrance to employ¬ 
ment. occupations and professions, as 
in Germany. Almost every occupa¬ 
tion or calling except menial work is 
burred to all except those who have 
succeeded in obtaining the one-year 
certificate or diploma, which entitles 
the holder to serve but one year in the 
army instead of two and to a large ex¬ 
tent practically determines his social 
and economic chances of the future. 


To Start Australian Building 

C. J. Oaksfcott, oRiclal architect 
for the British colonies, is in San 
Francicso to begin arrangements for 
the construction of the Australian 
building on the grounds of the Pan¬ 
ama-Pacific International exposition. 

-“Because Australia,” said Oakshott, 
“has ambitious plans for participa¬ 
tion it is possible that an application 
will be mado for a larger building 
site than that which has been allot- 
ed to us, it is possible that a little 
delay will occur in carrying out our 
plans. In the end, however, it will 
give us a chance to make a better 
shoeing.” 

Oakshott promised, however, to 
have the building completed several 
months before the scheduled opening 
of the exposition. 


King as a Landlord 

The subject of housing is now fore¬ 
most in the mind of King Qeorge of 
England, according to ckble dispatches 
says the Chicago Tribune. The king 
is intereste din housing, however, not 
as -a ruler of a nation, but as a land¬ 
lord. One of the many estates from 
which his majesty derives his revenue 
happens to be one ot the worst slums 
in London. 

The king proposes to raise the old 
buildings In his slum holdings, widen 
the narrow streets, and construct in 
their stead ‘substantial, commodious 
and comely dwellings." In these new 
buildings he will give every attention, 
it is announced by tbq^sanltary engi¬ 
neers carrying out his wishes, "to the 
mainstays .of domestic life.” 


Not Youngest Governor 
A correspondent of the Ottawa Free 
Press points out that Prince Alexand¬ 
er of Teek, named as the new gover¬ 
nor-general for Canada, is not the 
youngest governor-general yet ap¬ 
pointed in Canada, or, for that mat¬ 
ter, in nny ether dominion. Although 
one of the youngest, he is not the 
youngest. Tbe Marquis of Lome was 
only 33 years of age when appointed 
governor-general; the Earl-of Elgin, 
35: the Marquis ot Lansdowne, 38; 
Colonel Simcoe, 39, and Poulette 
Thomson, later Lord Sydenham, was 
within a week of completing his 40th 


Uncrowned King* 

Apart from the fact that be was the 
most successful chocolate manufac¬ 
turer in the world, W. Henry Menler, 
who died recently, had another claim 
to distinction. He was monarch of 
Anticosti, an island in the mouth ot 
the St. Lawrence one hunderd and 
twenty-five miles long and fifty miles 
brpad, which he purchased in 1896 
for £25,000. M- Menier’s object in 
purchasing the island was to trans¬ 
form it into the biggest private game 
preserve in the world. He had it 
stocked with all sorts of animals and 
had two armed steamers to protect 
tbe island and its fisheries. 

Anticosti, however, is but a small 
kingdom when compared with some of 
those scattered around the shores of 
the United Kingdom, which are own¬ 
ed a fill, reigned over by private indi¬ 
viduals' Lewis, in the Outer Hebrides, 
whose present ruler is Major Mathe- 
son, boasts of an area of 437,221 acres 
and a population of nearly 30,000 peo¬ 
ple. Indeed, U.te the largest island 
in the United Kingdom next t& Ire¬ 
land. On its extensive moors aqd' for¬ 
est land the red deer still Yoom, while 
its magnificent lochs are unequalled 
for fishing. 

It is in northern waters, too, that 
Arran is situated, an interesting king¬ 
dom reigned over by the beautiful 
Marchioness of Graham, wife of the 
son and heir to the duke of Montrose 
Over 6,000 people inhabit the island, 
which is some nineteen miles long and 
ten and a half miles wide, vtith an 
area of ond hundred and sixty-eight 
square miles. 

Tbe Marquis of Bute lords it opev a 
kingdom—tin* island of Bute, in tbe 
Firth of Clyde, forty-nine square miles 
In extent, and boasting of a population 
of 11,000 souls, while not far away Is 
the beautiful island of Islay, now gov¬ 
erned by Mr. Hugh Morrison, brother- 
in-law of Lord Granville. This island 
has a length of twenty-five and a 
half miles and a breadth of nineteen 
miles. The population, which num¬ 
bers 7,000 people, are busily engaged 
in such industries as dairy farming, 
stocR-raising and whiskey distillation. 


WELSH CHURCH BILL IN FORCE 

Cathedrals and Ecclesiastical Corpor¬ 
ations Dissolved—Bishops Loae 
Seats 

The first bill to become law under 
the operation of the parliament Set is 
the Welsh dis-establisbment bill, 
which passed its third reading in the 
house of commons. 

Renewed interest has been taken 
in the Welsh dis-establlshment bill 
owing to its importance to tbe church 
and churchmen. Under the parlia¬ 
ment act the bill automatically be¬ 
comes law after its third massage by 
the house of commons no matter what 
action the house of lords may take. 

Among - other things the bill pro¬ 
vides that so far as Wales and Mon¬ 
mouth are concerned, the Church of 
England will cease to be established 
by law; all cathedrals and ecclesias¬ 
tical corporations will be dissolved; 
the bishops of the four Welsh dio¬ 
ceses will cease to be members of the 
house of lords; the political eccles¬ 
iastical law will cease to exist as law, 
and no ecclesiastical court will have 
any coercive jurisdiction, the bishops 
and clergy men not be members of 
convocation of the province of Can¬ 
terbury.

WILL MAKE TRIP TO 
TEST ARCTIC RATIONS 


SIR ERNEST SHACKLETON GOES 
TO NORWAY GLACIERS TO 
TRY OUT PLANS 

A Preliminary Trial Expedition to be 

Made to Norway to Test Rations and 

Equipment Before Leaving For the 

Antarctic Cont nent. 

With the thoroughness which has 
always characterized his work, Sir 
Ernest Shackleton is about to make a 
preliminary trial expedition under Arc¬ 
tic conditions in the glaciers of Nor¬ 
way. This will b for the special pur¬ 
pose of testing tho rations for his Irjp 
across the Antarctic continent, wPch 
he hopes to make in four and a half 
months’ time. 

No party ever started out, without 
having food depots, to. make such a 
distance bs that in a straight line, but 
Sir Ernest and his men have made 
special preparations tor the attempt. 
They have, with the aid of tbe-Royal 
Army Medical coips, evolved the "per¬ 
fect ration.” it will average only 
thirty-five ounces daily, as compared 
with the three pounds or more con¬ 
sumed by tbe average man, but it ij 
believed it represents the highest nu¬ 
tritive value for polar travel. 

Sir Ernest will be accompanied by 
five members of his staff when he goes 
to Norway to conduct experiments 
with these rations and also test his 
tents and motor sleds. „ 

The party will don polar kit and 
travel among the glaciers.- While the 
cold will not be as inteuse as in the 
polar regions, the country will furnish 
tbe same sort of sudden blizzards as 
are experienced in tile Antarctic. The 
party will test the effect and pote.iey 
of the rations in most detailed fashion. 

Shackleton’s new ship, thq^ Endur¬ 
ance. has been almost completely fit¬ 
ted in Norway and will arrive at the 
London docks ths month. It is eighteen 
feet longer than his laBt ship, Nimrod. 
It is a beau tiful specimen o[ wooden 
shipbuilding, and probably the last of 
its class that will be constructed. Its 
whole keel is made of solid oak five 
and a half feet thick, and its sides are 
two feet thick. It belongs to the bark- 
entine class, has the latest triple ex¬ 
pansion engines and will steam ten 
knots an hour. It is fitted to con¬ 
sume both oil and coal. When in the 
ice oil will be substituted for coal, 
which will mean economy If it is de¬ 
layed in the pack, as >„he boilers can 
be kept warm and full heat generated 
quickly. When the oil bas been used 
lihe tanks will be filled with water bal¬ 
last. v 

The dogs, which constitute an Im¬ 
portant factor in the expedition, are a 
cross between a wolf and a Scotch 
stag hound, and have been bred ill 
Northern Canada. The lightest of 
them will'turn the scales at eighty 
pounds, whereas the heaviest dog with 
tre last Shackleton expedition weigh¬ 
ed forty-five pounds- They have been 
selected by the experts of the Hud¬ 
son Bay company and will be under 
the charge of one of the most experi¬ 
enced drivers from Canada, who was 
chosen by (be commissioner of tho 
Northwest Mounted Police. 

The latest appointments to tbe ex¬ 
peditionary staff are Sir Philip Lee 
Brocklehurst, who was with Shackle¬ 
ton in 1907 and 1909 and who made the 
first ascent of Mount Erebus, and his 
brother, Lieut. Courtney Brocklehurst, 
of the Eleventh Hussars Hundreds 
of applications for positions wth the 
expedition have been received. 


Magna Charta Septecentenary 

Tbe 700th anniversary of the grant 
of Magna Charta by Kiug John 
occurs on June 15, 1915. 

The Royal Historical Society is 
organizing a commemoration of the 
bvent and has invited English. Am¬ 
erican and foreign scholars and oth¬ 
ers to form a general committee. The 
general committee will appoint an 
executive committee to supervise the 
arrangements necessary. Lord Bryce 
has consented to act as chairman of 
the general committee. 

The famous old foundation of pol¬ 
itical freedom won the condemnation 
of John from the Roman power. It 
declared not only the liberty of : n- 
divlduals, but of national institutions 
also. Its first words in the Latin run 
in English. ‘ The Church of England 
shall be free, and have her rights 
entire, and her liberties inviolate.” 
That was in. the year 1215. The event 
was of more than national import¬ 
ance, at the tinv;, and has exerted 
an influence ever all English people 
down to the i resent day. 


Buying by Weight 
Ohio housewives are assured of get¬ 
ting Just what they pay for. The State 
Agricultural commission will en¬ 
force the law requiring that all pack¬ 
age of food must be marked with ac¬ 
curate net weights. Violators will be 
prosecuted. The greatest abuse, state 
officials say, is in the packing of lard. 
A weight is stamped upon the can, but 
it does not specify whether It is net 
or gross. Retailers have endorsed 
the law. They have written Com¬ 
missioner Strode telling him that 
sales of weight are far more satis¬ 
factory than measure. They declare 
customers are better satisfied and 
clerks save time. 


Aerial Gun Invented by German ' 
An invention which is declared will 
give Germany the lead in aerial war¬ 
fare is being thoroughly tested by mil¬ 
itary experts at Doeboritz camp. The 
apparatus, which Is the invention of 
an army officer, enables a machine 
gun to be mounted on an aeroplane 
in front of tbe pilot, who will thus be 
able to control both gun and machine. 
The gun can be turned In any direc¬ 
tion, and can be usfd against in 
enemy beneath. So tar, It Is stated, 
the experiments liavo been most sue 
cessful. 


Egg-Laying Record 
The pen of Barred Rocks, owner H. 
Dales of Fiftieth avenue, West Van 
couver, in the international egg-laying 
oentest at Victoria, beat all the 
world’s official test records. His six 
birds produced forty-six eggs In eight 
consecutive days, beating the former 
Australian records of tbirty-six eggs in 
six days.

Over Four Million Dollars Are Raid in 
Death Duties 

The personal property left by tl.e 
late JJaron Strathcona and Mount 
Royal, former high commissioner tor 
Canada, amounted to $.'3,267,000. Tills 
was disclosed when probate was grant¬ 
ed. 

The precise value of the real estate 
left by the testator,: wlio died in ten¬ 
don on January 21 this year, was not 
made public, but the fact that the duty 
pali 1 amounted to $4,189,190, indicates 
that his entire estate, real and person¬ 
al. had a total value of $27,928,000. 

The deceased Pe» r - B holdings con¬ 
sisted of six million, six hundred and 
six thousand dollars of stock in -the 
Great Northern Railway of the Unit¬ 
ed States; Hired million, three hun¬ 
dred and eighty thousand dollars of 
Northern Pacific railway stocks; four 
million, 'one hundred and twelve 
thousand dollars of Canadian Pacific 
railway stock; six Hundred and for¬ 
ty-five thousand dollars in the Bank of 
Montreal ;foitf hundred and gixly-six 
thousand dollars in the Laurentide 
Company, Rnd four thousand dollars In 
the Dominion Steel Corporation. 

The family and charitable bequests 
under {he will have already been pub¬ 
lished. 

The household effects In the Gros- 
venor Square residence are valued at 
twenty six thousand pounds, the pic¬ 
tures being worth- sixteen thousand 
pounds. His Lordship's interest In 
the Hudson Bay Company amount to 
two hundred and forty-eight thousand 
pounds, and Baring Brothers forty- 
four thousand pounds.

“speaking five languages” offered to ac¬ 
company visitors of her own sex 
around London. 

There should be, one. would Im¬ 
agine, a big demand for women guides 
in London, but an official at Thomas 
Cook & Son’s head office did not take 
this view. 

We have a number of < women 
guides on our list,” be said to a corres¬ 
pondent, “but we are very rarely ask¬ 
ed for their services.” 

On the ether bend the Women’s In¬ 
ternational league organizes trips 
abroad conducted exclusively by wo¬ 
men and women guides are always 
available for visitors to London. It is 
found that their services are greatly 
appreciated and mothers often ask 
for women who can meet their child¬ 
ren in London or'at seaports on their 
journeys to and from school. 

It is obvious too that in shopping 
expeditions a male guide is useless, 
and there must be many foreign, Am¬ 
erican and colonial women now in 
London who would be glad of the ser¬ 
vices of a capable woman with an 
intimate knowledge of the west end 
shops..

Three Crops a Year 

The Canadian farmer has reason 
to envy the taan who can get three 
crops in one year out of his land. 

In South Louisiana, the crops 
adapt themselves to the season, so 
that land can be used continuously 
throughout the year. 

' For instance, when corn is laid by, 
peas are planted at the last plough¬ 
ing. These are grazed off by hogs 
and tbe land is ploughed immediately 
and sown in cow peas. These are har¬ 
vested in September, and tbe land 
ploughed and sown in roots, rutabagas 
and stock beets. These are fed In the 
late spring and ’he land is planted 
in peanuts. Tbe peanuts are grazed 
off in September and early October 
and the land is planted in clover. A 
complete cycle of crops in which there 
is one or more legumes growing each 
year to, enrich the land and all crops 
save the corn are pastured. 


English Woman Headed Expedition to 
Cocoe leiar.d. Which Meeto With 
Failure—Others Are Anxicut to 
Take up the Quest 

Maurice Eugene Gilmore, former 
head of tbe department of sanitation of j - 
the city of Panama, and at present 
manager of a large rubdivision on the 
outskirts of that city, says that while 
nearly the whole world is now awak* 
to the fact that fortunes may be mad* 
in Panama by good, bard work, there 
are still a lot of fortune-hunters who 
expect to get their money by a much 
eafier route. A short time ago the 
latest expedit'on In search of the pir¬ 
ates’ treasure on Cocos Island return¬ 
ed to Panama confessing lta failure. 

A few thousand dollars more la money 

I nd several lives have been poured 
nto the quest, and the treasure reBt» 
as secure from the hands of modern 
urgonauts as it has been for nearly 
a century. 

About three years ago au expedi¬ 
tion organized by two Englisii women, 
whose object in searching for the treas¬ 
ure was to devote it to charity iu 
which they are interested in London, 
spent six weeks on Cocos, aim cam* 
away confessing that their plans had 
gone wrong. 

Mr. Mills encountered his adventure 
had finished there was not a man 
rating himself as a fool for engaging 
in such an enterprise. Yet when -Re 
had finished them was not a man of 
the dozen at .he table with him but 
would, gladly have enlisted bis re¬ 
sources and streugth in another trial 
at the pirate's treasure. Fortunately, 
they are all poor, and could not raise 
tl*e money among them to buy tli* 
treasure ship. 

“The expedition left England, mad* 
the Strait of Magellan, and then sailed 
direct for Cocos Island,jtrblch lies at 
the mouth of tho Gulf of Panama, 
about 300 miles distant from the city. 

At that time of the year the surf rune 
high at Cocos, and it was impossible 
to land in tbe ships boats, so with 
much toil a raft was launched, and by 
this means the tools and provisions 
were put ashcre. The work extended 
over twi months. 

There are two well-knq.wn clues to 
Cocos treasure—the first that to the 
loot taken from Lima in 1818 by an 
English ERilor named Thompson, and 
the second that to the treasure stoles 
from Vera Cruz in 1821 by the Span¬ 
ish pirate. Benito Bonite tLittle Ben 
the Good). K was during the civil 
strife that followed the war for 
liberation from Spain In 1821 that 
Little Ben and his cut-throats sur¬ 
prised the treasure house at Ver» 
Cruz in broad daylight and mad* 
away with the gold and silver on 
pack mules. • 

They crossed the whole of Mexico 
and took to their ship, which w..* 
waiting for them in a cove on the Pa¬ 
cific. The value of t’teir booty is var¬ 
iously estimated t.t from $9 000,000 to 
$29,000,000. They were not pursued, 
and yet the first thought appears t* 
have been to hide teh loot. They 
made straight for the-Rell known wat¬ 
ering island of Cocos, and there, in • 
cave In the side of one of the steep 
cliffs that rise black and steep above 
tbe water they hid their treasure. 

Mr. Mills said that there had been 
several slides of earth and rock along 
the cliff to which the bearings point, 
and that If tbe cave and Its treasure 
were over there (he Is skeptical Just 
now) It would take • vast amount of 
excavation to reveal them. The labor 
involved ' as too great for the re¬ 
sources of his company, so the search 
was abandoned. 

The woman win. headed tbe exped¬ 
ition of two years ago, and was • 
member of this latest one, is a matter- 
of-fact sort of woman paet 50 years. 

“Our expedition failed,’’ she said, 
“for the reason that so many others 
have failed.

THE WEED NUISANCE 

JJJVIDENCE of the past week 
■*“* goes to show that the weed 
inspectors are getting busy. Local 
prosecutions are rare, and the 
neighbourhood on the whole is 
fairly clear of the noxious weed. 
But there are places that can still 
come within the scope of the in¬ 
spectors jurisdiction. 

One of t he elements of good 
farmiog is to keep the laud olean, 
and the best kept land donotes the 
best farmer. Of course it is not 
always within the power of a farm¬ 
er, however good a man he may 
be, to keep his land in the state of 
clean'iness which is desirable.. 
Weeds will show themselves and 
be bas his work ent out 'to' keep 
things in approaoh of decenoy. 

If that is so, he is probably do 
ing somebody else’s work. The 
possibility is that he is doing an 
other man’s duties in trying to 
get without weeds on his place. 
The fault rests with the other man, 
the nun who allows the weeds to 
grow on the place until they seed, 
and this is carried by the wind to 
the rest of the neighbourhood un¬ 
til the whole countryside carries 
part of a bad farmers legacy.

Uses and Value of Timber 

In order to know what a tract of 
timber, is worth it is necessary to know 
the value of the products. Not only 
should the general uses of the different 
kinds of wood be known, but careful 
attention should be given to any spec¬ 
ial use for given kinds or sizes of 
trees which may result in increased 
value. The market for wood lot tim¬ 
ber is chiefly for- ties, poles, firewood, 
posts, piles, rails, lumber and very fre¬ 
quently in the round for pulp wood, 
acid factories and box manufacturers, 
while special kinds, such as fine white 
oak, ash, second growth hickory, cher- 
ry, etc., have a large number of special 
uses, such as in the vehicle industry, 
furniture making, etc. It is again 
urged that owners should be particular 
to inquire into their special markets 
both for the different kinds of timber 
and for th» most profitable form into 
which given sized trees may be work¬ 
ed. By taking advantage of this they 
can very frequently double the price 
received for their products.—R. Rosen- 
bluth in American Forestry.

after which the drill entered into a 
bluish grey shale and continued in 
that formation to a depth of 480 feet 
running into a seven foot strata of 
sandstone underneath, which they 
struck a flow of gas producing from 
48,000 to 200,000 cubic feet of gas 
per day.
